With reference to the question in your letter of 
December 20th, the microphone voice coil impedance is 45 ohms. 
However, I would like to explain that this microphone is also used 
as a speaker (earphone) within the student handset. The teacher is 
equipped with a set of headphones with a boom microphone attached 
to provide two way communication with the students. The impedance 
of these earphones is 100,000 ohms, while the boom-microphone 
impedance is 200,000 ohms. -
